7. The licensee, or his agent, servant or employee fails to 
keep the lot adequately lighted at all times during the hours that the lot 
shall be kept open as set forth in the application. 


(е) No license shall be revoked or suspended for any of the above 
listed reasons until the licensee has been notified in writing of the charges 
against him.

Section 6. SIGNS. 


1. Eseh licensee under the provisions of this ordinance shall maintain 
in good condition at all times at each entrance to such parking lot, a sign, 
suitable to apprise persons using such parking lot, showing the name of the 
licensee, the number of the license; the opening and closing hours of the 
facility, and the rates charged. Where more thanme rate is charged for 
parking, the figures for each rate shall be of the same size and dimensions, 
and such figure S shall measure not less than 3 inches in height. 


2. Signs giving information as to owners, rates and operation of the lot 
Shall be erected on private property only at points of ingress, or on shelter 
buildings, and not on enclosures.

Section 10. LIGHTING.

Section 13. ILLEGAL USE OR MOVEMENT OF CARS 


1. It shell be unlawful for the owner or operator of any parking lot to 
move or transfer, or cause to be moved or transferred, any parked motor vehicles 
through, or upon, the streets or alleys of the City of Newark, without the con- 
sent of the lawful driver of said vehicle. 


2. All operators, agents, servants, or employees, actually manipulating 
customers! automobiles, shall be legally licensed drivers in the State of New 
Jersey. 


Section 14, CLAIM CHECKS 


1. At the time of accepting a motor vehicle for parking, the operator shall 
furnish to the person parking the motor vehicle a distinctive claim check, which 
shall contain at least the name and address of the parking lot, with the date 
and time of issuance of said claim check endorsed thereon.

Section 15. CHANGE OF RATES 
1. No licensee shall make any charge for storage of any motor vehicle in

Section 16. NOTIFICATION TO POLICE

BUT THE QUESTION OF WHAT MAY OCCUR IN THE FUTURE WITH REFERENCE TO THEIR SALARIES. НЕ

PRESENT LESSEE OF THE TERRACE Room. 


COUNC ILMAN BERNSTEIN STRESSED IF THIS THING IS SO GOOO “WHY DON'T ALL THESE 
BIG BUSINESS ENTERPRISES PUT THEIR OWN MONEY INTO IT? WHY ARE THEY LETTING THE TAXPAYER 
IN THIS CITY PUT UP $340,000. 7" НЕ ALSO INTERJECTED "WHY DON'T WE HIRE A MANAGER AND 
ESTABLISH A COUNCIL COMMITTEE TO RUN THIS PROJECT AND BRING IN SOME RATABLES AND REVENUE 
To THE City?" 

COUNCILMAN BONTEMPO SPOKE OF HIS ENDEAVORS 51Х YEARS AGO TO CREATE A Civic 
CENTER IN THIS VERY SAME SPOT, INDICATING A GROUP OF CIVIC MINDED PEOPLE AT THAT TIME 
WERE READY ТО SPEND $65 MILLION FOR THIS ENTERPRISE. AT THAT TIME THE COUNCIL APPROPRI A 
TED $10,000. FOR А STUDY FOR THE CREATION OF A COLISEUM AND ІТ WAS DETERMINED THAT THE 
FEASIBILITY WAS THERE. THE PLAN WAS TO BUILD A BEAUTIFUL CIVIC AND SPORTS CENTER, BUT 
THE SUPPORT WAS NOT THERE AND IT NEVER MATERIALIZED.. 

COUNCILMAN BONTEMPO ASSAILED THE FACT THAT SO MUCH LAND IN THE CiTY HAS BEEN 
RAZED AND THAT REBUILDING WHICH WAS PROMISEO UNDER THE URBAN RENEWAL PROGRAM FOR MANY 
YEARS HAS NOT DEVELOPED, THE ONLY OPERATION THAT HAS BEEN STARTED 15 AT NEWARK COLLEGES 
EXPANSION PROJECT FOR WHICH THE CITY WOULD DERIVE NO RATABLES. 

COUNCILMAN BONTEMPO CITED THE BEAUTIFUL AND SUCCESSFUL Civic CENTERS IN 
PITTSBURGH, RALEIGH, NORTH CAROLINA AND OTHER CITIES, RECALLING THAT NEWARK AT ONE TIME 
WAS THE GREATEST SPORTS CENTER IN THE EAST. НЕ EMPHASIZED HE WAS 1004 For CULTURE BUT 
CONTENDED THE PROPOSED FACILITY WOULD PRIMARILY SERVE THE PEOPLE OF THE SUBURBS, НЕ ЗАО 
HIS MAIN INTEREST WAS IN OUR CHILDREN OF TOMORROW. COUNCILMAN BONTEMPO WAS HIGHLY CRIT~ 
ICAL OF SPENDING THE TAXPAYERS' MONEY TO GO INTO THE REAL ESTATE BUSINESS. HE THOUGHT 
THE BUSINESSMEN SHOULD BUY AND OPERATE THE MOSQUE RATHER THAN HAVE THE CITY OF NEWARK 
"BAIL OUT" THE PRESENT OWNERS WHO HE STATED WERE ALMOST TWO YEARS IN ARREARS IN THEIR 
TAXES. COUNCILMAN BONTEMPO FURTHER STRESSED THE IMPORTANCE OF A SPORTS CENTER, REITERA- 
TING THAT THE MOSQUE WOULD BE PATRONIZED MOSTLY BY PEOPLE FROM THE SUBURBS. 

COUNCILMAN BONTEMPO CONCLUDED THIS PROPOSAL SHOULD BE PUT BEFORE THE ELECTOR- 
ATE BY REFERENDUM FOR THE VOTERS TO DECIDE. 

COUNCILMAN BRADY REMARKED IT WAS .THE FIRST TIME IN HIS HISTORY HE HEARD THAT

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THE MOSQUE THEATRE BUILDING WOULD BE IN OUR HANDS FOR NONPAYMENT OF TAXES AND WE WOULD 
BE GETTING IT FOR NOTHING. HE DECLARED THE PROPOSED Civic CENTER AT THE MOSQUE THEATER 
WOULD RESTORE ONE OF THE FINEST SECTIONS (М THE CITY, 

COUNCILMAN MELILLO AT LENGTH ANSWERED THE REMARKS OF THE PREVIOUS SPEAKERS., 
He 010 NOT AGREE THAT ADOPT§NG THIS ORDINANCE AND SUBSEQUENT RESOLUTIONS WOULD ВЕ 'BAIL~ 
ING OUT THE PRESENT OWNERS’, HE DECLARED WE WOULD BE HELPING TO “BAIL OUT THE CITY ок 
Newark". THe Mosque 18 IN A DEPLORABLE CONDITION AND ARTISTS WHO PERFORMED AT THE 
THEATRE HAVE STATED THEY WOULD NOT RETURN TO THE CITY OF NEWARK UNLESS SOMETHING WAS 
DONE. 

COUNCILMAN MELILLO CITED THE LONG AND DILIGENT HOURS SPENT BY THE COMMITTEE 
WITH REPRESENTATIVES ОҒ THE NONPROFIT GROUP, STRESSING THAT THIS GROUP APPROVEO ТНЕ MANY 
RECOMMENDATIONS IN THE LEASE THAT WERE PROPOSED BY THE COMMITTEE. WITH REGARD TO THE 
FIFTY YEAR LEASE, HE STATED AT THE END OF THE FIRST TWO YEARS THE RENT САМ BE RENEGO~ 
TIATED AND THAT THE WHOLE LEASE 15 SUBJECT TO REVIEW AT THE END OF THE FIRST TEN YEARS 
AND EVERY FIVE YEARS THEREAFTER. COUNCILMAN MELILLO INDICATED IF WE HAD A SIMILAR PRO- 
VISION IN THE LEASE WITH THE Ройт OF New YORK AUTHORITY WE WOULD NOT FIND OURSELVES IN 
OUR PRESENT PREDICAMENT AS FAR AS THAT LEASE WAS CONCERNED.

CALLED ATTENTION THEY ARE PUTTING UP $100,000. AND AN ADDITIONAL $50,000. WHICH WILL BE

A MOTION TO REJECT THIS APPLICATION WAS MADE BY COUNCILMAN ÁDDONIZIO, SECONDED

COUNCILMAN BONTEMPO WAS OPPOSED TO REJECTING THIS APPLICATION, НЕ POINTED OUT

DRIVEWAY, [F THIS HAPPENED, THERE WOULD HAVE BEEN NO DISCUSSION ON THIS MATTER. 


COUNCILMAN MELILLO OPINED THE KEY QUESTION THE COUNCIL HAS TO DECIDE |S WHETHER 
TO HAVE A POST OFFICE WITHOUT A, DRIVEWAY TO TAKE THE VEHICLES OFF THE STREET OR TO HAVE А 
POST OFFICE WITH A DRIVEWAY. THE UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT HAS ALREADY ACQUIRED THE LAND 
ON WHICH THIS POST OFFICE 15 TO BE BUILT. |T WILL CONTRACT WITH A BUILDER FOR THE BUILDING 
WHICH WILL BE OWNED PRIVATELY AND WILL RENT THE BUILDING FROM THIS OWNER. НЕ NOTED THE 
CITY WILL DERIVE A REVENUE OF $6,000. IN TAXES ON THIS PROPERTY. COUNCILMAN MELILLO COULD 
SEE NO REASON WHY THE COUNCIL SHOULD NOT APPROVE THE APPLICATION FOR THIS DRIVEWAY WHICH 


REPRESENTS 3% OF THE PROPERTY INVOLVED. 
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COUNCILMAN BRADY OBSERVED THE LETTER FROM THE Post OFFICE INDICATES CONCLUSIVELY 
THE Post OFFICE DEPARTMENT WILL BUILD THEIR BUILDING. HE SAID HE WOULD NOT OPPOSE THE CON~ 
STRUCTION OF SUCH A BUILDING IF THE Post OFFICE DEPARTMENT HAD DECIDED ON THIS SITE AFTER 
CONSIDERABLE STUDY. 

COUNCILMAN ADDONIZIO CITED AT LENGTH A CHRONOLOGICAL LIST OF COMMUNICATIONS AND 
EVENTS WITH RESPECT TO HIS MANY ENDEAVORS TO HAVE THE PROPOSED POST OFFICE LOCATE AT 
ANOTHER SITE, PREFERABLY THE MUNICIPAL PARKING Гот ON TELFORD STREET, WHICH НЕ CONTENDED 
IS NOT USED TO ITS FULL CAPACITY AND WAS OPERATING АТ A LOSS FINANCIALLY. 

COUNCILMAN ADDONIZIO HIGHLIGHTED CERTAIN PORTIONS OF THE BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 
TRANSCRIPT ON THIS MATTER AND CLAIMED A POST OFFICE AT THIS LOCATION WOULD OEPRECIATE THE 
VALUE OF PROPERTY ІМ THE AREA. НЕ FURTHER CONTENDED THAT UNDER THE МЕм JERsEY MUNICIPAL 
PLANNING ENABLING Аст, 40:55-1.13 THIS PROPOSED PROJECT SHOULD HAVE BEEN SUBMITTED TO THE 
PLANNING BOARD. COUNCILMAN ADDONIZIO STRENUOUSLY URGED THE REJECTION OF THIS: VARIANCE AND 
THAT THE Розт OFFICE ВЕ ADVISED BY THE LAW DEPARTMENT THAT THEY MUST FIRST APPLY TO THE 
PLANNING BoARD SO A HEARING COULD BE HELD AND THE PEOPLE OF VAILSBURG GIVEN THE OPPORTUNITY 
TO BE HEARD ON THIS MATTER. 

COUNCILMAN MELILLO MAINTAINED WITH REGARD TO THE STATUTE QUOTED BY COUNCILMAN 
ADDONIZIO, HE 15 OVERLOOKING ONE SALIENT FACTOR, THAT THIS IS APPLICABLE ONLY IN THOSE 
AREAS COVERED BY THE MASTER PLAN AND THIS AREA 15 NOT IN ONE. НЕ REITERATED THIS BUILDING 
IS IN A BUSINESS ZONE AND CAN BE BUILT WITHOUT AN APPLICATION FOR A VARIANCE. COUNCILMAN 
MELILLO SYMPATHIZEO WITH THE PEOPLE IN THE AREA, BUT THIS BUILDING WILL BE BUILT IN ANY 
EVENT BY THE PosT OFFICE DEPARTMENT. THE QUESTION JS WHETHER TO GIVE THEM A DRIVEWAY TO 
GET THE TRUCKS OFF THE STREET. THAT IS THE PRIME QUESTION BEFORE THE COUNCIL. THE LOCA- 
TION OF THIS SITE 1S THE RESPONSIBILITY OF THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT. COUNCILMAN MELILLO ADD- 
ED HE HAD.BEEN REASONABLY ASSURED THAT ADDITIONAL FACILITIES WILL BE ESTABLISHED TO PROVIDE 
ADEQUATE POSTAL SERVICE FOR THE MERCHANTS ON SOUTH ORANGE AVENUE. НЕ COULD SEE NO OTHER

ASSISTANT CORPORATION COUNSEL STEVEN RADIN STATED THERE ARE SOME SUBSTANTIAL 
LEGAL PROBLEMS INVOLVED IN THIS QUESTION. HE WOULD LIKE THE OPPORTUNITY TO RESOLVE THE 
QUESTION AND ALSO HAVE A PRESENTATION OF ALL THE FACTS AVAILABLE SO THAT THE CORPORATION 
COUNSEL CAN COME UP WITH A CONSIDERED DECISION AND OPINION.

Mr. Reichenstein noted since it was determined the Council Conference Room would not 
accommodate the number of persons present, it was decided to hold this Special Meeting 
in the Council Chamber, 

Councilman Melillo asked the City Clerk to read the resolution before the 
Council. 

The City Clerk read "RESOLUTION GRANTING 50 YEAR EXEMPTION FROM TAXATION BY 


PAYMENT OF 15% OF ANNUAL GROSS SHELTER RENTS IN LIEU THEREOF, SUBJECT TO APPROVAL BY 


PUBLIC HOUSING AND DEVELOPMENT AUTHORITY IN NEW JERSEY DEPARTMENT OF CONSERVATION AND 
ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT, FOR ACADEMY SPIRES, INC., FOR CONSTRUCTION OF PROJECT ON EASTERLY 
SIDE OF NORTH FIRST STREZT. 

WHEREAS, pursuant to R. 8. 55116-1, et вед., Academy Spires, Inc. а corpora- 
tion duly qualified under said statute and whose certificate of incorporation has been 
approved by the Public Housing and Development Authority in the Department of Conserva- 
tion and Economic Development of the State of New Jersey, has submitted to the Mayor an 
application for approval of a plan for the construction of a project located on the € 
easterly side of North First Street in the City of Newark, and more particularly des- 
eribed in said plan, which application accompanies and by reference is made part of this 
resolution; and 

WHEREAS, the Mayor has submitted such application to the Municipal. Council with 


his approval thereof, a copy of which approval being hereto annexed and made part hereof; 


and 


WHEREAS, the Municipal Council has determined that said projeet meets ап exist- 
ing housing need, as provided by said R. 8. 55:16-1, et seq. and conforms to the require- 
ments of all the applicable ordinances of the City of Newark; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE MUNICIPAL COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF NEWARK, 
NEW JERSEY: 

1. That the application and plan of Academy Spires, Inc. for the construction 
of the project therein described be and is hereby approved in accordance with the recom- 
mendation of the Mayor. 

2. That the exemption from taxation applied for in said plan and the payment 
of 15 percent of the annual gross shelter rents in lieu thereof be granted, contingent 
upon the approval of said plan and project by the Public Housing and Development Author- q 


ity in the Department of Conservation and Economic Development of the State of New Jersey. 


3. That upon receipt of the certification of such approval by the Public

Housing and Development Authority in the Department of Conservation and Economic Develop- 
ment of the State of New Jersey, said exemption shall take effect for the period of 50 
years, in compliance with and subject to the provisions and conditions of said В. 8. 
55:16-1, et вед," 

Councilman Gordon thought the exemption from taxation was for a period of 39 
years. 

A motion to adopt the resolution was made by Councilman Giuliano, seconded by 
Councilmen Bernstein. 

A motion to amend the resolution to read for a period of 39 years rather than 
50 years, was made by Councilman Gordon, seconded by Councilman Bontempo. 

Councilman Addonizio asked why the change to 39 years. 

Councilman Bontempo requested this amendment be discussed. 

Couneilman Melillo requested Legal Assistant Nicholes Albano answer a few 
questions he had regarding the legality of this matter. 

Councilman Melillo in reading a letter sent by Mr. Albano to the developer of 
this project, noted an application containing many details was submitted to the governing 
body before they would legally &ct on this resolution. То his knowledge, Couneilman. 
Melillo said, that application and the details described have not been presented to the 
governing body. In the absence of that information, can the Council legally act on this 
resolution, he asked. 

Mr. Albano replied the Act prescribes certain prerequisites. The application 
submitted generally refers to these prerequisites and generally to the Act itself. Mr. 
Albano said he assumed through submission of the resolution, the Mayor is in favor of 
this proposal. Since the Mayor is the one who received all this material, he had to base 
his opinion upon determining the Act was complied with. Mr. Albano assumes in their dis- 
cussions, the Council decided and were satisfied the prerequisites of the Act were present. 
Based on that, Mr. Albano stated he determines the proposal is submitted in pursuance with 
and in compliance with all the conditions of the Act. He is not stating, however, since 
he ів not in a position to do so, that he has checked and determined the Act was complied 
with. 

Acting President Brady asked why Mr. Albano referred to the Mayor. 

Mr. Albano replied there is a difference between this application and one sub- 
mitted based on the Fox Lance. This application was submitted to the Mayor. He was sure 
the Mayor looked it over and upon his satisfaction, passed it on to the Council since it 
must be approved by the Council in order to finalize the project application. 

Acting President Brady felt the Mayor should state his opinion on this matter. 

Councilman Bontempo said he was quite sure the Council is in favor of this 


project. The only thing that held it up was the question of the period of time of the 
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exemption. That was the reason Рог the amendment. Councilman Bontempo felt the Mayor 
also wanted to see this project in Newark. This is a chance for the City to get taxes 
on property for which taxes had not been collected for some 70 years. 

Councilman Addonizio pointed out to Mr. Albano there are approximately three 
prerequisites in the Act, noting the area must be blighted. Mr. Albano replied in the 
negative. He stated this may be applied when it is determined the project is or will be 
an improvement made for the purposes, or for any of the purposes of any 'blighted area’ 
as such is defined in any law of the State and complies with local ordinances. Не said 
he looked into this matter and studied the Act and ін satisfied that if this structure 
meeta the needs brought about by the blighted area in any section of the City, it will 
meet the requirement. 

At this time, Acting President Brady requested Mayor Adáonizio to state his 
viewpoint. 

Mayor Addonizio said he fully supports this resolution for several reasons. 

In relating the history of this resolution, he noted it was brought up to the Council 
while he was absent for a short vacation. Since several questions had arisen, the reso- 
lution was withdrawn. Upon his return, Mayor Addonizio said he discussed this matter 
with the Business Administrator and others and was satisfied it met all legal require- 
ments. What he is concerned with now is that it will #111 а need in the community. The 
City has found itself in а position with a piece of land which has been tax free for 

Some TO years and vhich will now bring to the City $150,000. to $175,000. а year in taxes. 
Regarding the question of the legality of this resolution, he does not think the City 
will take any risk. It is the sponsors of the project who are taking the risk. If this 
action is challenged in the courts and it is decided the City should revert to the regular 
taxing procedures, the City would even gain more so. He felt it was incumbent upon the 
Council to take swift action on this matter. 

Mr. Albano noted in order to have this properly submitted to the Council, the 
application was only signed by the attorney. Since this is a very important project, 
being submitted by a Corporation, he felt the officers should also sign the application. 

Councilman Gordon opined it was only fair to assume the Corporation acted prop- 
erly. through its officers. 

Mr. Albano disagreed pointing out how can that be known since minutes of their 
meetings had not been submitted. 

Councilman Gordon asked Mr. Herman Blank, the Attorney for Academy Spires, 
Inc., to step up and asked if the Corporation approved this application and if he was 
authorized to make this application by the proper officers. 

Mr. Blank replied in the affirmative. 


Mr. Albano noted the officers were present and should sign the application. Не

Acting President Brady pointed out the only matter before the Council is the 
amendment upon which the Council should take a vote. 

Councilman Melillo stated he feels the exemption called for under the amendment 
is excessive. He did not think that this tax exemption should be granted for 39 years or 
50 years. He felt, after careful study and soul-searching, that the exemption, if granted, 
should be the same as granted under Fox Lance to all other developers, 15% of the gross 
rental for 15 years. Under this Act, in granting the exemption, 1% calls for 15% of the 
gross shelter rents. There ia a considerable difference from the exemption under Fox 
Lance. When you determine the difference between the gross rental and the adjusted 
shelter rent, the actual rent upon which it will be based is small. To arrive at the 
shelter rent, you remove from the gross rent what it costs to maintain the utilities, 
what it costs to install them and the labor costs involved in caring for them. When you 
get the true figure, the 15% is smaller than under Fox Lance. Іп addition, granting this 
type of exemption to this developer would not be fair to the other developers who have 
come into the City, where we extended to them only 15% of the gross rental, for a period 
of 15 years. Councilman Melillo used as an example the Parker Associates who are con- 
structing middle income housing on the site of the old Monmouth Street School.’ He pointed 
out this is a blighted area whereas the project proposed is not in a blighted area. There 
was never an attempt made to declare it a blighted area, he said. The Fox Lance exemp- 
tions were only granted by the City in areas declared blighted. Councilman Melillo felt 
this amendment should be defeated and another amendment would be in order to reduce the 
time period to 15 years. 

Acting President Brady interjected the amendment should not be analyzed, since 
it is specific and clear. The Council should not discuss what should not be done, rather 
what should be done. 

Councilman Gordon noted the Parker Associates purchased the land at reduced 
value and further, there is nothing preventing either Parker ог Padula from applying for 
the projects under this Act, as these people are. They decided to ask for the advantages 
of the Fox Lance Bill, which is limited to 15 years. Even under the Fox Lance, they could 
have asked for as many more years аз that Bill permits. Не pointed out if you take ad- 
vantage of the Fox Lance, you are limited to those restrictions and provisions. If the 
Act is applied for, those provisions are applicable. Many do not want this Act because 
they prefer having a free hand. 

Councilman Turner remarked recently he wrote to the Mayor asking him why there 
was such a difference between the Fox Lance and this Act. He wanted to know how this Act 
would affect this developer when he was aware another application for 20% of the gross іп- 


come was made but not approved. He said he learned from the Mayor the latter applied for 
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Fox Lance. Regarding the differences between the two, Councilman Gordon's statement has 
cleared that question. 

Councilman Bernstein questioned whether this can be determined true middle income 
housing when according to the rent scale, the rent will be $25. per room. If the Council 
decides on а shorter term for the mortgage, the rental charges would be raised and he felt 
the Council would have to reject this project. Не stressed there is a desperate need for 
this type of apartment for persons with a limited income. 

Acting President Brady again noted this discussion has nothing to do with the 
&mendment to limit the time period to 39 years. He felt the Couneil should either defeat 
it or approve it. 

Couneilman Melillo called attention Councilman Gordon stated the other developers 
had the opportunity to also apply for the provisions of this Limited Dividend Corporation 
Act. That may be true, but the fact remains that they did apply for Fox Lance and were 
granted the application in only blighted areas. The reason they purchased the land at a 
reduced price was because we were getting rid of the substandard, slum dwellings in the 
City. Now, there are no slums or substandard homes in this area. We should consider 
granting to them the same abatement as was granted to the other developers. It should 
even be leas since the others got rid of the subatandard or slum dwellings. 

Councilman Bontempo declared this developer is different from those who applied 
under Fox Lance. He noted this developer will pay top dollar for this property and the 
City will not lose any ratables but add them. He opined the Council should not discuss 
the other projects in the City but vote on the amendment. 

The motion to amend the resolution to read for a period of 39 years rather than 
50 years was adopted by the following votes: 

Yes: Councilmen Bernstein, Bontempo, Giuliano, Gordon, Turner, Acting President 
Brady.

The City Clerk presented the RESOLUTION GRANTING EXEMPTION FROM TAXATION BY PAY- 
MENT OF 15% OF ANNUAL GROSS SHELTER RENTS IN LIEU THEREOF, SUBJECT TO APPROVAL BY PUBLIC 
HOUSING AND DEVELOPMENT AUTHORITY IN NEW JERSEY DEPARTMENT OF CONSERVATION AND ECONOMIC 
DEVELOPMENT, FOR ACADEMY SPIRES, INC., FOR CONSTRUCTION OF PROJECT ON EASGTERLY SIDE OF 
NORTH FIRST STREET, as amended, for the period of 39 years. 

A motion to adopt the resolution, as amended, was made by Councilman Bernstein, 
seconded by Councilman Gordon. 

Councilman Melillo observed the Council has heard a great deal about the de- 
veloper not paying any taxes on this land if this project is approved. He wanted to clear 
the air and explain if this project does not go through, the title will remain in the 


Newark Academy, which does not use this property any longer. Since it is not being used 
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for school purposes, it will lose its school status. Next year, 1% will go to the regular 
assessments. This 18 very valuable property, being sold for $750,000. If it is not sold, 
the taxes due in January will be $59,000. per year. 

Councilman Bontempo, under a point of order, interjected since the Newark 
Academy still owns this property, 1? not sold, they can hold football games on the 
premises and based on that use, they can avoid paying taxes. 

Councilman Melillo cited the resolution states the governing body has determined 
that said project meets an existing housing need and further, 1% is intended to accommodate 
those people presently displaced in other blighted areas in the City. Не said there are no 
Btudies before the Council to enable it to determine whether or not these two conditions 
in the resolution are met. There is no evidence before the Council only the opinions 
stated. The Council may feel there is a need for this type of middle income housing, 
but there is nothing to say that all the people presently displaced will be the ones oc- 
cupying these apartments. Many of the persons displaced by the various projects in the 
City have already found housing accommodations. Councilman Melillo felt this proposed 
project will be open to any one who comes and on a first come-firat served basis. When 
this application first came before the Council in January, 1963, it was made by the Golden 
Age Foundation. Councilman Melillo seid he may be mistaken but he thought 1% was intended 
` for elderly citizens. Кон, he understands it will be for anyone in the City. He was 
opposed to this tax exemption for a period of 39 years because he did not think they would 
last that long. Не felt the terms of the original variance should be applied. Councilman 
Melillo referred to the type of apartments that would be constructed. 4-3/4 rooms with 
one bedroom, 5-3/4 rooms with two bedrooms and 6-3/4 rooms with three bedrooms. He felt 
the 3/4 room should be considered as one room. Under the F. H. A. rental computation 
that was submitted to the Council, they would be required to charge $111.50 for the 4-3/4 
room apartments, $131.50 for the 5-3/4 room apartments and $151.50 for the 6-3/4 room 
apartments. He questioned the possibility of children living in these 550 apartments. He 
pointed out the public schools in this area are over-crowded. The parochial schools are 
also beyond capacity. Councilman Melillo said if the Council assumed there would be two 

children in each of these housing units, it would mean 1,100 additional children occupying 
| these premises in this area. Another school would then be needed. This would go into 
millions of dollars, since it presently costs between $400. and $500. per year for each 
child to be educated. It would mean adding approximately $450,000. to the Board of Educa- 
tion budget to meet the necessary needs of these school children, in these apartments. 

Councilman Melillo noted similar projects have been constructed in Jersey City, 
Paterson, Trenton and Asbury Park. ' To his knowledge, each one of these projecta 18 con- 
fined to the elderly. If that would be the case, the City would be saved the necessity 


of providing the necessary educational facilities for the children who will occupy these 
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apartments. 

Councilman Melillo further noted the 4-3/h, or 5 room apartments are planned with 
one bedroom. What is to preyent a family from moving into that 5 room apartment and con- 
verting the living room or the dining room into an additional bedroom or bedrooms, He 
definitely felt there would be at least two children for each of these units or 1,100 
children, 

Councilman Melillo said, as stated before, for the Council to single out this 
developer and grant him this type of exemption is not fair to the other developers in 
Newark and those who are constructing private dwelling units without any tax abatement, 
whatsoever. This will present a type of competition to the others which will be impossible 
for them to meet. Councilman Melillo urged the Couneil to give this matter full considera- 
tion. 

Mayor Addonizio pointed out the analysis of this project by Councilman Melillo 
was incorrect. He did not agree these apartments should be only for the elderly. Mayor 
Addonizio noted the assumption there would be two children in each of the 550 apartments 
or 1,100 additional children in the area, is also wrong. It is also wrong to indicate 
this would be unfair to the other developers in the City. They had the same right to 
apply under this Act in the State of New Jersey. Regarding the project under construction 
by the Parker Associates, the Mayor noted he is aware the rents will be based on $19. to 
$21. per room, even though this project is in a so-called blighted area of the City. In 
this instance, it has been established the rent will be based on $25. per room. This is 
not unfair competition with the Parker project or any other in the City. Mayor Addonizio 
felt this project should be considered on its merit. The taxes that will be realized by 
the City should be considered. Nothing was received for this property for some TO years. 
Now, housing for middle income families will be provided. There is a dire need in the City 
of Newark for these. For a long time the State Legislature was urged to enact something 
and this Act is a good auswer. As of January lst, $50,000. will come in to the City and 
this is nothing compared to the $150,000. to follow. Mayor Addonizio felt this is just 
and fair and will receive good response in the community and bring in good tax dollars to 
the City, which are needed. 

Councilman Melillo asked the Mayor if he definitely thought his statements about 
the 5, 6 or T rooms were not во or that there is a possibility of two children living in 
each of these apartments and the Mayor replied in the affirmative, since he said it is 
stated these will be 4-3/4, 5-3/4 and 6-3/4 room apartments and there is nothing to show 
there will be any children living in them. 

Acting President Brady agreed there is no way of knowing if any children will 


live there or not. 
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The City Clerk noted there was an error іп the period of exemption adopted by 
the amendment and requested a short conference with the Council to clear this matter.
